‘Although no definite report came 
from the office of the governor, it 
was expected in quarters close to 
hind that it would be made today. 

R. C. Norman, state tax commis-» 
sioner, was in conference with the | 
governor Tuesday afternoon, discuss- | 
ing the proposed cut in reductions un- 
der the gross revenue tax from $30,- 
000 to $3,000 a year. He submit- 
ted a table of estimates of what the 
tax with its reduced exemptions would 
bring. 

Although no announcement was 
made of what the estimates were, it 
was learned that not more than a mil- 
lion dollars is expected to be col- 
lected under the proposed reduction 
of exemptions. 

Officials pointed’ out that if the 
change brought 10,000 new taxpayers 
under the tax, each paying the two 
mill tax on $25,000 a year, the gross 
additional revenues would be only 


This, it was said, would be supple- 
mented by the additional taxes which 
would be paid by those included in 
the present tax. The 6,000 who paid 
the gross revenue tax for the last | 
quarter of 1929, it was calculated, 
would pay $300,000 additional after 
the reduction of exemptions. 

The total of $800,000 advanced as 
the probable additional revenue was, 
however, largely .a matter of conjec- 
ture. No statistics are available as 
to the number of small firms’ in the 
state which would pay the tax, upon 
which an aceurate calculation can be 
made.

The subcommittee, headed by Rep- 
resentative Reece, republican, ‘Ten- 
nessee, began work immediately in 
order to have the new measure ready 
for consideration by the full group 
next Tuesday. It probably will be 
introduced Saturday. 

Acting Chairman Ransley said the 
committee would continue considera- 
tion of the new bill until it was finally 
reported to the house. Efforts to. ob- 
tain quick action therg would be made, 
he added. 

In scrapping the Norris resolution 
which recently was adopted by the 
senate, the house committee also 
dropped a consideration of the Wright, 
Douglas,‘ Langley and other Muscle 
Shoals bills, some of which have been 
before it for many years.

BERMAN TO ASK 
PRIMARY LAW CHANGE. 


Revision of state laws governing 
primary elections, in so far as Atlanta 
is concerned, will be asked ofthe spe- 
cial session of the Georgia legislature 
if Governor Hardman does not issue 
his call before Monday and he ac- 
quiesces to a petition which will be 
filed that day in council by Council- 
man Joseph E. Berman, of the fourth 
ward. 

The petition is to the governor and 
requests that the chief executive place 
consideration of the primary revision 
in the call for the special session. 

At the same time Council Berman 
declared that he will support the pro- 

posal of Ed A. Gilliam, alderman from 
the twelfth ward, seeking to reduce 
council to a body of 18 members, in- 
stead of having 39 as at present. 

Mr. Gilliam proposes to nominate 
and elect one councilman from each 
of the 13 wards of Atlanta and then 
to divide the borough into aldermanic 
quadrants from which one alderman 
is to be elected. Another alderman 
would be elected under the proposal 
from the borough at large. All coun- 
cil members and aldermen would be 
nominated and elected, under the Gil- 
liam paper, by vote of the entire elec- 
torate of the borough. 

Major features of the Berman pro- 
posal would be to place the primaries 
of Atlanta under the state law, pro- 
viding for appeals from contests to 
the superior courts of cities in which 
the primary is heltl. Another provi- 
sion excludes all cities or boroughs in

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HOOVER AND WORLD COURT. 


The speech of President Hoover 
to the Congress of Daughters of 
the American Revolution was con- 
ventional in terms and tone, reveal- 
ing no novelty of policies and ex- 
citing no alarm over threatened in- 
novations upon American sentiment. 


It bears the assurance that within 
all calculable liabilities the defen- 
sive preparedness of the nation will 
be maintained with as little burden 
as possible upon the revenues taken 
from the people. In that much it 
is a block-signal to ultra pacificists 
who urge for a stripped and hog- 
tied nation to go slow with their 
phrenetic propaganda. And for that 
attitude the president will have the 
cordial support of the country. 


On the subject of our entry into 
the World Court the president 
speaks with convictions, yet with 
due caution. For himself he is con- 


vinced that the United States should 
join the international court for the 
adjudication of those justiciable is- 
sues between ourselves and other 
people that do not yield readily to 


diplomacy or present any direct 
casus belli. As to that, there is a 
large majority favor among the peo- 
ple, evidenced by the senate approv- 
ing in 1927 the court protocol pro- 
vided certain safeguarding reserva- 
tions were accepted by the signa- 
tories. 

Where the president comes into 
opposition to that majority senti- 
ment is when he accepts the Root- 
Hurst interpretation of recent, pro- 
tocol amendments as the equivalent 
of the senate reservations, especial- 
ly the fifth one. Evidently Presi- 
dent Hoover hopes to make weight 
for his view prior to resubmitting 
the protocol, so interpreted and 
signed by his order, for a second 
ratification by the senate. When 
that is done there will arise wide 
discussion in and out of the senate 
and a probable final showdown on 
the World Court issue as affecting 
our relations to that institution.

A famous French commander, Gen- 
eral Debeney, is protesting here and 
there in newspaper artictes against the 
tendency of most of the war books 
that have appeared of late in many 
countries and languages. He says 
that these books, like Remarque’s “In 
Westen Nichts Neues” and Heming- 
way’s “A Farewell to Arms,” have 
shocked him with their picturization 
of brutality and their omission of in- 
cidents of a spirit of chivalry among 
the combatants. The general says 
he cannot accept these books as true 
reflections of the spirit of the front. 
“The spirit of the front,” he declares, 
“was sacrifice and service.” When- 
ever the general visited the front line, 
which was not oftener than necessary, 
and engaged the poilus in conversa- 
tion, he was wcll 9 by their fine dis- 
cipline, their high regard for their su- 
periors, and their willingness, nay their 
eagerness to defeat the enemy. Every- 
body. knows, of course, that no poilu 
would have dared. to.express himself 
in a different vein to a general, with- 
without running the risk of a court 
martial. But General Debeney is not 
alone. In Britain also some people 
are Urssatisfied with the trend of war- 
books. A group of eminent person- 
ages’ even plan to bring out a series 
of war-stories in which the humor, the 
cameraderie, the spirit of sacrifice 
shall be opposed to the gloomy, terri- 
ble accounts that have appeared of 
late. These English stories will be 
grouped under the title: “The Spirit 
of the Front” and every ex-Tommy in 
the realm is invited to send his con- 
tribution to the editor of a particular 
instance of manifestation of the spirit 
of the front. . If the Tommies are 
truthful the editor ought to get about 
a million one-sentence contributions as 
follows: “In so far as I am concerned, 
the spirit of the front was: ‘I wish I 
was somewhere else!’ ”’

Health Talks

THE rooms: 4 TONSILLEC- 
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8- X-RAY TREATMENT OF 
TONSILS. 

The use or function of the tonsils is 
not known. From the character or 
structure of the tissua composing the 
tonsils and the pharyngeal tonsil 
(which, when enlarged, is called ade- 
noid) some physicians believe the. ton- 
sils serve to guard the lower air pas- 
sages from infections, that they ab- 
sorb toxins from the invading germs 


and produce anti-toxins or “antibod- 
ies,” as doctors say. If this be true 
the tonsils are important organs at 
least in. early life, serving an essen- 
tial purpose in autovaccination or the 
natural development of immunity 
against the infections to which chil- 
dren are subject. 

On such grounds some physicians 
base their preference for X-ray treat- 
ment for diseased tonsils. X-ray 
treatment in proper intensities has no 
ill effect on the body. It is most ef- 
fective in enlarged tonsils, where the 
lymphoid or functional tissue of the 
tonsils is chiefly involved. X-rays 
produce degeneration and absorption 
of such tissue, with consequent shrink- 
age of the tonsils. This favors drain- 
age, if the tonsils harbor foci or nests 
of infection. If there is an abscess in 
or around the tonsil X-ray treatment 
is. not effective. In old scarred ton- 
sils, where there is more fibrous tissue 
than lymphoid, X-ray treatment is of 
no use. 3 

When X-ray treatment was first in- 
troduced, some of the oldtimers, both 


'| specialists and general practitioners 


immediately set up the usual bray, 
this time voicing a fear that it would 
just bring about a fibroosis or hard- 
ening of the tonsil, which might make 
a subsequent operation more difficult, 
or “cover up and wall in” hidden foci 
of infection. This cry is ho longer. 
heard. Too many patients have had 
satisfactory results from X-ray treat- 
ment... Besides, the objection is not 
valid, for by proper dosage the phy- 
sician may destroy lymphoid tissue in 
the tonsil without causing the forma- 
tion or deposit of fibrous tissue. It 
would be as reasonable for a doctor to 
warn patients against having any 
operation on the throat, lest the spe- 
cialist while operating injure the car- 
otid artery or cut the breathing nerve. 

X-ray treatment is one of several 
valuable alternatives which the com- 
petent physician may recommend to 

atients who for some reason cannot 

subjected to operation. Some of 
our shining lights in the profession 
do not know this. They assure the 
patient that the source of the trouble 
is in the tonsils, -but- owing to one 
thing or another an operation is out 
of the question. Then they dismiss 
the patient with pretty cold sympa- 
thy. I have before me a letter from 
a lady 73 years of age who had just 
such cold sympathy from a famous 
physician, But she got rid of her 
tonsils and of the secondary trouble 
nevertheless. That physician prob- 
ably thinks well of himself, yet he 
failed to’ ‘give ‘the patient ‘the best 
advice. 

In a special medical work published 
ip ‘1929; I iead: “The fact that the 
X-ray treatment for the elimination of 
infected tonsils has gained so few ad- 
herents after the much heralded in- 
troduction of this method, speaks for 
itself.” True enough. It is very 
good evidence that our profession is 
not. as progressive as we like to 
think. e fact that the treatment 
has even a few adherents is encour- 
aging—it indicates we're not all old

Edward Kennedy, who is here rep- 
resenting the national prohibition sur- 
vey, Tuesday announced that plans 
of the backers of this movement call 
for raising $7,000,000 over the United 
State for completing this work. 

“Georgia’s allotment of this ex- 
pense amounts to $45,037.60,” he said 
in a statement given out from Atlanta 
headquarters. “The allotment of oth- 
er states is equally pro-rated and 
based on the total vote cast in 1928. 
Results of the survey will be made 
public for no individual group or po- 
litical party, but will be available for 
the educational benefits of legislators 
throughout the country.” 

The statement set forth that pres- 
ent conditions have tended to increas¢ 
the power and line the pockets of the 
criminal elements of the country, to 
the detriment cf state and national 
laws. 

“There is no question in the average 
citizen’s mind but what something 
should be done,” it is stated. “Yet— 
at the same time—the citizens of the 
country do not intend to subject them- 
selves to a further experiment until 
they are satisfied in their own mind 
that any plan to be sponsored to sup- 
plement existing prohibition laws is 
sound, intelligent, and based on exist- 
ing facts. 

“Without regard to political inter- 
est or sectarian affiliations, national 
prohibition survey has been effected— 
as was recently publicly announced— 
to obtain these facts and possibly a 
national recommendation for the fu- 
ture, without aligning itself with 
either the wet or dry group. The or- 
ganization will make a complete and 
comprehensive study and obtain facts 
of record through. the prosecution of 
a definite plan.”

Sugar supplies continue to pile up. 
The bureau of economics of the United 
States department of agriculture re- 
ports that the “world’s visible supply 
of sugar is greater than any previous 
year,” 

Sugar supply has been increasing 
steadily sinee 1922, excepting only a- 
drop of about one million short tons 
in the 1926 crop. 


The 1929-30 combined cane and beet 
sugar crop is a record, excepting only 
last year’s. Stock carry-over was 
very heavy from 1929 and world con- 
sumption will not consume all of this 
years product. 


So sugar stocks in the United 
States, Cuba, France and Netherlands 
are particularly heavy. Says the 
United States government: 

“Visible stocks at the beginning of 
the present sugar season at all United 
States ports, Canada, Cuba, the Phil- 
ippine Islands, Java and nine impor- 
tant sugar producing countries of E- 
rope, were more than 700.000 short 
tons in excess of stocks at the begin- 
ning of the 1928-29 sugar campaign.” 

World consumption has not kept up 
with world production. Hence the 
lower prices. In New York the aver- 
age wholesale price of raw sugar was 
3.8 cents for the year 1929, as com- 
pared with 4.2 cents for 1928, the 
lowest year in sugar history, except- 
ing only 1913, when it dropped to 3.5 
cents a pound, On April 10 the price 
was 3.61 cents a pound. Yesterday 
refineries offered a new low of 3 
cents a pound, but no sales were re- 
ported. 

“When sugar refineries learn to 
work together—and not bootleg to de- 
stroy prices—we’'ll all do better. Oth- 
erwise nothing but chaos is in store 
for us,” said Rudolph Spreckles, presi- | 
dent of the Spreckels Sugar Refining 
Company, to me yesterday. 


In spite of two unfavorable factors

prices—the stock market came baek 
strong yesterday and gave a better 
account of itself at the end of the 
session than it did at the beginning.

Baseball stepped away to one of its gaudiest openings in spite of the 
fact that practically every one concedes the pennant to the Athletics and 
Cubs. But these two clubs still have to prove their official status to 
the crowd, and the crowd knows that October is a long way off and that 
earthquakes, tidal waves and cyclones can appear in that space of time. 

The crowd remembers many upsets. In 1906 Cleveland and one or 
two other favorites were all rated high and the rating still held until 
July. At this juncture the lowly White Sox, back in seventh place with 

a team batting average of .221 at the time, suddenly lost control of them- 
selves and won 19 straight ball games and the pennant. 

After 1906 the Cubs looked unbeatable. They won 116 ball 
games that year and set a record. They romped away in 1907 
and 1908. Everyone picked them to repeat in 1909 but the 
Pirates upset the dope with something to spare when Howard 
Camnitz, the Kentucky rosebud, won over thirty games. 

The Athletics won in 1910 and 1911, and in 1912 they were as 
highly favored as Mack’s team is today. But they didn’t win. Jake 
Stahl’s Boston Red Sox led them to the wire. 

In 1914 the Braves were either last or seventh in July with 
the Giants a sure thing. The Braves not only spun around to 
win the National league pennant race, but they mauled the Ath- 
letics in four straight games. 


These things happen in baseball. They may not happen this sum- 


| mer, but the ever-vulnerable dope may blow up at any moment and

Haitian LeaderWarned 
By State Department 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—()— 
The state department has warned 
President Borno, of Haiti that it will 


recognize Eugene Roy and no one 
else as provisional president of the 
island republic. ae was selected 
as a compromise cafhdidate by the Hoo- 
ve: commission which formulated the 
administration’s new Haitian policy. 

The warning followed the indefi- 
nite adjournment of the Haitian coun- 
cil of state by Borno and the publi- 
eation of a. proclamation from hi 
urging the election as temporary pres- 
ident of “the honorable citizen desig- 
nated by the chief of state from a list 
of opposition groups.” He did not 
mention Roy in this connection. 

Dispatches from Port-au-Prince said 
Borno’s political opponents have grown 
suspicious of the president and are 
watching his movements closely. 

To the council of state falls the duty 
of electing the provisional president, 
in accordance with the agreement 
reached by the Hoover commission. 
Its members are selected by Borno 
and in the past have generally followed 
his dictates.
